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EFFECT: Provides that before January 1, 2018, an i
employed by a school district may apply one hour fo
hours worked in the electrical trade toward taking
for the following specialty electrician certificate
limited energy, HVACI/refrigeration systems, and non
maintenance. Requires the individual to have a tr
certificate and submit evidence of the work experie
affidavit. Allows application for more than one ce
competency but each hour of experience applies towa
certificate.
